2. All of the outstanding objections and rejections made in the Office action mailed 
12/04/03 are withdrawn in light of the arguments and amendments of the response filed

3. Claims 1-5 and 11-14 are objected to as they contain non-elected subject matter. 
As indicated in the prior Office action, only SEQ ID N0s:1 , 3, and 8 have been searched 
and so the claims have only been examined insofar as embodiments of these three 
sequences.
